SENATE BILL 8.929 


Senator Goldwaters Senate bill has passed the Senate by unanimous consent. 
It's effects are excellent for amateur radio and also CB and radio control 
licensees. It will provide for ten year terms of licensing for all except 
broadcast stations, instead of our present five years of term, It will also 
vest authority in the FCC to set standards for the TV and entertainment SS 
electronics industry. This is probably most important part of the bill. 
Manufacturers have long been overdue for comprehensive standards which would 
prevent amateurs from interfering with such equipment. It would make legal 
the discontinuance of licensing CB and radio control operators entirely. A 
deregulatory measure that hs received support in the FCC staff levels. The 
bill would also exempt amateur transmissions from the secrecy provisions of 
the communications act, section 605. It would provide authority for the FCC 
to use amateurs to help in monitoring illegal operations and unlicensed 
situations also. It would give the FCC the right to permit use of amateurs 
for giving examinations at the entry level into amateur radio service. One 
key provision of Goldwaters bill was to give the FCC the power to restrict 
the purchasing of equipment by illegal operators or persons unauthorized to 
use that equipment. This was a very important provision of the bill and the 
Senate, as usual, went off half cocked with something of such importance. 
They say it contradicts the general philosophy of the Reagon administrations 
deregulatory plans.’ To us who sit down here at the grass roots it sounds 
a little underhanded and off color. The bill now goes to the house of Rep- 
resentatives and it is doubtful that they will pass it during the rest of 
this year. Write your House Representatives and push this bill and ask them 
to restore the deleted provision of restricting the purchasing of equipment 
by: unauthorized or illegal people.
